THE BURDEN OF TAXES 
Before the war the government of 


the United States spent about one bil- 
lion dollars a year for all purposes, 
including Interest on tne public debt. 
In the fiscal year ending June 30, 1920, 
the first full fiscal year after fighting 
stopped, the 
government spent 
In 


round figures six billion four hundred 
million dollars. In the fiscal year 1921. 
that is, u'p to June 30, 1921, it spent 
$5,115,927,689.30, and in the fiscal year 
of 1922, which will end on June 30, 
1922, it will spend more than four bil- 
lion dollars, says Secretary Mellon of 
the Treasury Department. 


These figures Include Interest on the 


public debt which amounts to about 
one billion dollars, but, include noth- 
ing for sinking fund or other debt re- 
demption. Including both interest and 
sinking 
fund, 
the government 
will 


spend more .than four times as much 
the fiscal year 1922 as it spent yearly 
before the war. 


These expenditures and these heavy 


charges are a part of the price of vic- 
tory. Tour whole present problem Is 
to curtail them. It concerns you to 
know just how these immense sums 
were gathered and how much you paid 
and are paying toward them, for -of 
course we, the tax payers, the men and 
women with jobs, the men and women 
who have what the census calls gain- 
ful occupations, paid every cent of it. 
It was our money until the govern- 
ment took it. 


Let us examine the fiscal year 1920. 


I have not the detailed account for 
1921, but it was slightly less than the 
year previous, as the year ending J,une 
30, 1922, will be a slightly less burden 
on us than the year preceding. Ac- 
cording to a careful analysis made by 
the late Dr. B. B. Rosa, of the United 
States bureau of standards, a govern- 
ment scientist who was'deeply and In- 
telligently Interested in the subject, 
every man, woman and child in this 
country contributes an average of 
fifty-three dollars in taxes to the sup- 
port of the national government. Ac- 
tually it is nearer fifty-four than flftyr 
three dollars, but I am taking the 
smaller sum for the sake of the round 
number. 
That is, the average family 


of five persons pays $265 a year out 
of Its earnings to the federal govern- 
ment alone, in addition to what is 
paid for state, county and city taxes. 
The estimated average yearly income 
of a family of five is something more 
than $700. But before any of that $700 
is spent $265 must be turned over to 
the general government to run the 
business of the United States! 


The actual amount that each one of 


us paid was $53.77. We paid it through 
the medium of Internal revenue taxes 
and customs duties on imported ar- 
ticles divided as follows :

No permits are Issued for 
shipment from countries where rin- 
derpest, . surra, foot-and-mouth disease, 
or contagious pleiuro-pneumonla exist. 


Foot-and-mouth disease prevailed to 


serious extent In England during the 
past two. years, bat recently has been 
abated to the extent that horses from 
both England and Ireland are now al- 
lowed to enter the United States, If 
certain restrictions' regarding- feeding 
and care are observed. These regula- 
tions require that the animals be sub- 
jected to, disinfection, both before ship- 
ment and after arrival In this country, 
and that the feed and bedding used 
during the voyage come from this 
country. These precautions, although 
they may seem very radical to those 
who do not appreciate the critical 
character of the diseases under discus- 
sion, are effective in preventing the In- 
troduction of live-stock plagues into 
the United States."

mended: for proscription as an outlawi 
In warfare. Will proscribing poison' 
gas put an end to its use? 


Seemingly everybody is 
rejolcedj 


throughout the country because cer- 
tain limitations have been put on the; 
use of submarines and other Imple-1 
meats of warfare. 
Everybody, of 


course, would rejoice if it could be 
known in advance that no 'nation everi 
again would use poison gas in war-] 
fare, but poison gas is on a differenti 
footing, so to sperk, than submarineSj 
and other things which men use when1 
they want to kill other men. 


It is pretty well known that the men 


who, are, to give their signatures to the, 
act of proscription do not believe that 
there will be any" check to the study! 
of poison gases and of their efficiency 
on the field of battle. As many men 
here seem to view it, the very nature' 
of the poison gas case forbids the 
neglect of its study by the military and 
naval establishments of the world, 
even if its use, is forbidden. 


Poison gas, the argument is, must 


be given an entirely different form of 
consideration than that given to, say, 
submarines. If the size of submarines 
is limited by agreement no country can 
build big raiders without having the 
fact known at once. But with poison 
gas the thing is different. The chem- 
ical industry will continue in exist- 
ence. It will advance as the years ad- 
vance and with Its advance knowl- 
edge of the means of the manufacture 
of poison gas of increasingly deadly 
nature will keep pace.

BEST LOCATION OF HOG LOT 


Simple Precaution May B* Mean* of 


Preventing Spread of Chelei 


l«olat>? New Stock. 


by the United States Department 
oi Agriculture.) 


When hog cholera sweeps through a 


neighborhood, causing the death of 
hundreds of animals, a simple precau- 
tion, as the proper location of the hog 
lot, may be the means of preventing 
infection. Where not to have the hog 
lot is pointed out and other sugges- 
tions > on the control and eradication 
of this disease are given in a leaflet 
published by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Hog lots should 
be located "away from streams and 
highways. Free range, streams,' irri- 
gation canals, etc., help In the spread 
of cholera outbreaks. 
Don't visit 


neighbors' hog lots or allow neighbors 
to visit yours if they have sick hogs. 
Infection may be carried by teams and 
wagons from highways; don't drive in- 
to hog lots. Isolate for at least two 
weeks all new stock hogs and those 
Just -returned from exhibitions and 
sales. Don't borrow or lend hogs for 
breeding purposes 4f cholera is in the 
community. 


Burn to ashes or bury four feet deep 


all animals that die on the farm and 
the unused Internal organs of slaugh- 
tered animals, since they attract dogs, 
which may carry infection. If cholera 
appears in the neighborhood, confine 
your dog and encourage others to do 
likewise. Immunize herds located dan- 
gerously near infected centers. Care- 
ful attention to the feeding and han- 
dling of the herd after immunization is 
an Important matter. Mange, lice and 
worms lower the vitality of hogs and 
render them more susceptible to dis- 
ease. 


If cholera appears la ehe herd, post 


warning notices so your neighbors will 
know about it, suggests the depart- 
ment. Have all susceptible hogs im- 
munized at once by some one with 
special training.and experience, pref- 
erably to a competent veterinarian. In- 
sist that the temperature of all .hogs be 
taken at time of treatment and an in- 
creased dose of serum given to those 
showing a temperature of 104 degrees 
F. or over. Confine all treated hogs to 
limited, clean quarters; keep on light, 
restricted diet for at'least two weeks

and give plenty of pure drinking wa- 
ter. 
Awtl-hog-cholera serum is not a 


cure, trut when used as soon as cholera 
appears in a herd it seems to have a 
favorable effect on some animals in C e 
very early stage of the disease. Don't 
rely on serum to cure sick hogs; it is 
primarily a preventive. 


If the disease comes to your farm 


and runs Its course,- disinfect thor- 
oughly afterwards all places where 
sick'hogs have been. First, remove all 
infected manure and spread on fields 
inaccessible to hogs. Burn all litter, 
rubbish and old troughs from Infected 
pens and lots. Turn over portable hog 
houses, exposing the interior to sun- 
light. 
Thoroughly clean pens and 


buildings In which sick hogs have been 
kept, and disinfect by spraying with 
compound cresol solution, one part to 30 
parts of soft water. In summer, pas- 
tures and lots are usually made safe 
within three weeks by the action of 
sunlight. Fill, drain, or fence off mud 
wallows. Disinfect and board off all 
runs underneath buildings. 
Destroy 


hogs that don't fully recover; they may 
carry cholera Infection.
